WAR PRACTICALLY .EXISTS NOW
When One Passes From Actual Facts

to iejrnl Aspects.
(Copyright, 1S99, by the Associated Press.)

London, Oct. 7. Judging from the re-
ports from South Africa a state of war
practically exists between Great Britain
and the TransvaaL This seems almost
paradoxical in conjunction with the fact
that tho British diplomatic agent, Mr.
Conynghnm Greene, still remains at Pre-
toria and the further fact that the ne
gotiations continue. A solution of this
apparent paradox probably lies in an
understanding of the curious relations be-

tween tho two governments. Great Brit--
an is not likely to make a formal decla-
ration of war against what she consid-
ers a dependent nation, the process being
n. mere issue of orders to tho military

, force to restore tho state of sovereignty
whioh she alleges originally existed.
Were England similarly at loggerheads
with a power recognized by her as her
equal, prido and precedent would some
time ago have compelled her to break off
diplomatic intercourse. It is this legend
of suzerainty that enables lier to palaver
without loss of and, at the
jsarna time, to run a good chance of plac
ing the onus of beginning hostilities upon
uhe Boers, or, failing in that, to delay
action until sho has In the field a nt

force to overrun the Transvaal.
Tlils is the only ground upon which it is
ppssiblo to reconcile tho government's
passive reception of palpably ltostile acts
on, the part of the Boers; for it is now
impossible to believe that V'le Transvaal
forces aro massing merely for defensive
purposes. Thus war appears to bo the
only possible outsome. If tho Boers aro
determined to precipitate the conflict,
hostilities aro only a question of days.
If England is allowed to take her own
time then two months may elapse before
the first blow is struck.

Though the week lias produced no nego-
tiations tending to tlirowd light upon the
merits of the case, U is evident that nego-
tiations have not ceased so far as dip-
lomatic correspondence is concerned. The
pfcth of the vhole dispute, however. Is
daily becoming clearer. The Boers are
thoroughly convinced that their freedom
J.4 menaced, and England is convinced
tnat her supremacy in South Africa is
Cthoratened. This constitutes an impasse
,4ignlnst which rwclnc measures can

I do not expect
nny more gold to come out from the
Transvaal until the crisis is ended."

The government Is much critlnisfd hv
many papers of its own following, as well
fis by tho military assemblies, for tardi-
ness in sending out the army corps, some
going so far as to say that if Majuba
Hill repeats itself, Lord Salisbury will
fiave only himself to blame.. The ad-
miralty is also coming in for a share of
criticism over the length of time required
to get transports. Incompetence and
bungling are alleged. Lieutenant J. C.
Colweli, United States naval attache in
London, when asked regarding this
charge, said: "I believe that the ad-
miralty has done splendidly, fully main-
taining the reputation of the British na-
vy. I am fairly acquainted with the de-
tails of the present operations and I be
lieve they are another proof of the great
advantage to be gained by having thenavy control the transportation of
troops."

GERIYIANSYMPATHY UNANIMOUS

I'resa anil People Give tho Soers Such.
Comfort as They 3Iny.

Berlin, Oct. 7. Affairs in South Africa
are still commented upon n tho press
and elsewhere in tho same anti-Briti-

spirit. Even the liberal press is now hos-
tile to England. Tho Frankfort Zeltung
says: "It is a regretable fact that, even
in a constitutional country like England,
the cabinet is enabled to put parliament
In the presence of accomplished facts in a
way that makes it almost impossiblo for
parliament to do anything but consent to
warlike measures."

Tho Cologne Gazette calls the coming
struggle of the Boers "heroic, with the
same herolo thought as Inspired their
struggle in 1SS1." Thoy go into the fight
fearlessly, says the Rhenish organ, and
the world may hear of their losing bat-
tles but never of their losing courago
or hope. The influential Hanover Courier
considers that Germany's chances will bo
very poor, if England vanquishes tho
Boers, as then German Southwest Africa
will be lost. The papers are also con-
sidering the military probabilities, the
general opinion being that England will
not,be ready to take the offensive until
November. In the meantime, it 4s be-

lieved, the Boers will do England real
damage. Tho military expert of the Co-

logne Gazette's staff says: "German and
French artillery and the German Mauser
will be opposed to English weapons. Both
sides are good shots, and military ex-

perts will follow the duel, which will
be mainly decided by tho riile, with keen
interest

Some of the papers discuss the economic
consequences of war. The Berliner Tage-bla- tt

believes that a diminution of tho
gold output would seriously affect busi-

ness. Tho government press remains
mute, with the exception of the North
German Gazette, which recalls tho fact
that the Transvaal has no right to expect
the German Outlanders to render mili-
tary service. '

The Kreuse Zeitung, which represents
the opinions of court, the army and the
conservatives, says: "The sympathies of
the German public are altogether on the
sido of the Boers. Nobody here doubts
thf they, after yielding much to the

i lordly demands of Great Britain, will
have anything left them but to draw the
sword. As is the opinion of Germany, so
is the opinion of he world, at least In
so far as the world is still anti-Britis- h.

The victory of Great Britain will induce
Russia and Franco to make headway In
Asia against her. This is a necessary
outcome of the situation. TheN Boers
have only themselves to rely upon in a
hard fight. The time has irretrievably
gone when other countries would have
interfered out of sympathy. Morajity in
politics, as now understood, means that
no country should risk its resources or
the lives of its people except for its own
vital interests; and that all, save under
such conditions, should leave to God the
adjustment of the affairs of the world."

PARLIAMENT IS SUMMONED

Jly Jtoyal Proclamation and the Ite-ser-

Ijondon, Oct. 7. A royal proclamation

summoning parliament to meet October
17 and authorizing the calling out of the
reserves, was signed this morning. The
Gazette announces that summons will be
issued for the number of reserves neces-
sary to ring every battalion ordered to
South Africa to Its full strength of 1,K

men, and the men must present "them-
selves before October 17. This forward
movement here is fully counterbalanced
by stories of military preparations in tho
Transvaal and the Orange Free State.

Her majesty, in privy council at Balmo-
ral, this morning assented to the caiiiar
of parliament, the mobilisation of the
reserves and the continuance in the army
of all soldiers who in ordinary circum-
stances tsould be entitled to discharge cr
transfer to the reserve.

Skipper Is Smoother Than
His Yankee Competitor

BUT YIELDS IN AUDACITY

To That Worthy-Go- od Race,
as Far as It GoU

New York, Oct. 7. Old Boreas again to-

day played battledore and shuttlecock
with the great single-sticke- rs, and the
third attempt to sail the first race of the
Columbia-Shamroc- k series for the inter-
national trophy ended in failure The
race was declared off fifteen minutes be-

fore the time limit expired, with the
yachts still five miles from the finish.
But tho vast throngs whoj went down to
the sea to witness the battle royal were
in a measure compensated by seeing a

t

magnificent light-weath- er duel. In the
end the disappointment of the patriots
was Sharpened perhaps by the fact that
when the, race was abandoned the Co-

lumbia was in the lead and Improving
her position, and had it been finished to-

day tho American champion might have
had one race to her credit.

After three trials the experts are about
as much mystified as they were at the
ibeginning concerning the merits of the
'two boats. Nothing but a spanking
whole-sa- il breeze will furnish a true test.
Today, as on the two previous days, the
oourse was laid fifteen; miles dead before
the wind, and return. So evenly matched
were the beautiful, clean-limbe- d racers
that they rounded tho outer mark like

Some
of them differ as to the merits of the two
boats, but they are unanimous upon two
things that the Shamrock is the ablest
boat that ever crossed the wesfern ocean
to lift ithe mug, and, what Is still more
important, she Is more ably handled
.than the defender. The superior seaman-
ship of Captain Hogarth and his crew
was demonstrated at several critical
points in the race today. Though to
Captain Barr ana the nervy managing
owner of the Yankee sloop belong tho
credit of executing as brilliant and daring
a piece of seamanship as was ever wit-
nessed In a. jacht race, its recklessness
caused a great deal oQ nervousness and
anxiety; Its therefore
made tho pulses of the Americans beat
higher with pride. It was the spectacle
of the day, ajid fortune favored the'brave.

The Irish boat did undeniably hotter
work to windward. Sho carved her way
up Into the wind in astonishing .style.
But here, the Columbia seemed. to
be able to more than make up in footing
what sho lost in pointing and as the
ability of a sailing vessel is determined
by her power to make headway against
an adverse wind, she is the better beat;
by that test.

The early morning hour was full of
promise for a glorious whole-sa- il breeze.
The heart of the seafaring folk who
went down to the water front was glad-
dened by a stiff blast straight
out of the northeast, that covered the
upper and lower bay with a smear ofl
whiteeaps. And the excursion fleet went
out be stake boat with high hopes
of a splendid day's sport. But beforo
tho fleet had reached the open tho
breeze began to moderate and the tum-
bling seas to spill less of their froth.
Overhead the sky was unflecked, vault
as blue as turquoise, and so clear was
tho atmosphere that every foot of the
courso was visible to tho thousands who
wero watching on the Jersey hills from
Xavesink Highland's to Long Branch and
Asbury Park.

The Yankee skippers ail had their
hands on their "whistle cords, and when
the Shamrock put her helm up, unable
to make it, from both sides of the course
came tho shrieks of thousands of whistles,
the enthusiastic shouts of the multitudes
and the crash of the bands. They sailed
the last twenty minutes neck and neck,
but with the Columbia to windward and
perhaps a length ahead.

Disappointed but overjoyed that when

NEW EXPANSION ORATOR

Secretary Root Scores a
That Role,

Chicago, Oct 7. Thirty-fiv- e hundred
men gathered around the tables In the
great banquet hall of the Auditorium to-

night at the annual banquet of the Mar-
quette club. Th-- ffuest of honor was
President McKinley, who sat at a raised
table on the east side of the hall. On
the right of the president sat Archbishop
Ireland of St Paul. Others at the table
were Secretary Gage, Attorney General
Griggs, Postmaster General Smith. Sec-
retary Hay, other members of the presi-
dent's party and officers of the Mar-
quette club.

Archbishop Ireland, speaking of "The
American Republic," concluded as fol
lows: "And whatever we do, whatever
plans we form, whatever lino of action we
adopt, let us be mindful of one thing
the American spirit Is tha enemy of all
those foes of humanity who, by turning
liberty into license, endanger in measures
that are incompatible with ia free gov-
ernment Whatever might be the appar-
ent and temporary gain the harm done Is
unspeakable; liberty would be driven
from the country. The American repub
lic: She lives, and liberty lives with her.
The flag of the American republic means
liberty. 'Wherever it goes, liberty goes
with it With anxious eye and throb-
bing heart we watch today the journeying
of the flag of America toward distant
isles. We pray for its safety and its
honor; wo proclaim that, In Asia as in
America, It means liberty and all that
liberty brings with It Some say It means
in Asia the repression of liberty.
